March 1^5, tNs article is optional 
Owners of pre-April 1^ //e's nay have 
heard that Apple Computer started 
shippff >9 an "enhanced" //e version that 
month. Q thou^t the original Ap^ //*e" 
designation stc^ for ^cmancecr?? Does 
tNs mewi it is now an "erhanced 
enhancement*?) Basically, the enhanced 
^e now has the sane wcroprocessor and 
ROM chips as the Apple //c. 

The new microprocessor, the 65C02, is a 
CMOS (Complenentary Metal Oxide Semi¬ 
conductor) device that ctxiffunes less 
power and ^nerates less heat than the 
original 650c chv>. It also includes ten new 
nranonic instructions for nachhe language 
progra mmer s. 

Thw new monitor ROM chips allow enhanced 
to run software that incorporates 
Paster scrolling and smoother grwNcs. 
alTO incKioe a new "self test", the
